P"T  H I  S  beautiful  and  rich  MhTal,  or  (as  it  might  from  its 
contents  enumerated  in  the  record  of  the  gift  at  the 
back  of  the  Duke  of  Bedford's  portrait,  more  properly  be  called) 
Book  of  Offices,  contains  fifty-nine  large  miniatures,  which 
nearly  occupy  the  whole  page ;  and  above  a  thoufand  fmall  ones 
in  circles  of  about  an  inch  and  an  half  diameter,  difplayed  in 
brilliant  borders  of  golden  foliage,  with  variegated  flowers,  &c. 
At  the  bottom  of  every  page  are  two  lines  in  blue  and  gold  let- 
ters, which  explain  the  fubject  of  each  miniature  ;  a  circum- 
ilance  perhaps  only  to  be  found  in  this  expenfive  performance. 

Though  all  the  miniatures  are  in  a  good  ftate  for  the  time, 
yet  we  plainly  difcover  the  hand  of  various  artifts,  probably 
French  or  Flemifh. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  MS.  is  the  Calendar,  wonderfully  rich, 
adorned  with  the  fymbols  of  the  twelve  months,  accompanied 
with  the  figns  of  the  Zodiac,  two  on  the  back  of  the  page, 
and  to  each  month  three  other  miniatures,  fome  of  which  give 
the  ceremonies  and  cuftoms  of  the  age.  January  is  reprefented 
by  a  three-faced  figure  fitting  at  a  well-fpread  table  covered  with 
fine  diaper  linen,  caroufing  and  drinking  with  one  mouth  and 
eating  with  another  ;  and  in  the  borders  three  miniatures,  one 
of  which  contains  a  Janus  dreft  in  the  habit  of  a  porter,  with 
keys,  opening  the  gates  of  the  new  year ;  on  his  left  hand  is 
the  motto  :  J'ai  veu  tan  pajje ;  and  on  his  right,  Je  regarde 
Tan  qui  commence — a  figure  of  a  monk  kneeling,  fays,  Je  epleurs 
les  pechez  de  t an.    The  fecond  miniature  is  an  aflemblage  of

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naked  figures  in  two  companies  :  one  fays,  Salve  fejla  dies ;  and 
the  other  bon  an  bori  an.

with  a  fphere  in  one  hand  and  fomething  like  a  quadrant  in  the 
other  ;  and  the  explanation  at  the  bottom  of  the  page  fays,  Conft 
par  ajlrologe  jan  enfercle  les  p'prietes  de  fan  felonc  le  c ours  des 
Etoiles  \  content  ou  fe  fouloit  faluer  le  primer  jour  de  Pan.

After  the  calendar  follow  four  very  large  paintings,  which 
have  no  particular  reference  to  the  book. 

The  firft  contains,  in  a  whole  page,  the  hiftory  of  the  garden 
of  Eden  from  the  creation  of  man  to  his  expulfion  out  of  it,  and 
the  principal  events  in  the  life  of  Adam :  his  naming  the 
beads,  Eve  taken  out  of  his  fide,  brought  to  him  with  a  charge 
of  obedience ;  tempting  him  ;  the  ferpent  twined  round  the  tree, 
with  a  human  face  ;  God  curfing  the  man,  woman,  and  ferpent 
now  like  a  goofe,  with  feet,  wings,  and  a  curled  tail  ;  an  angel 
driving  out  the  pair  ;  Eve  fpinning ;  Adam  digging ;  the  Deity 
with  angels  beholds  Adam  dead,  and  conveys  him  away.  Abel 
kneeling  at  an  altar,  a  hand  from  heaven  points  to  the  facriflced 
lamb :  while  the  other  offering  appears  unnoticed,    and  Cain 
retires  frowning,  and  then  breaks  his  brother's  head  with  a  club. 
In  the  centre  of  the  garden  is  a  fountain  over  the  four  dreams, 
that  part  at  the  four  corners  of  the  inclofure.     The  Deity  is 
triple- faced,  and  the  two  outer  figures  of  him  are  furrounded 
with  winged  heads.     In  the  midft  of  Paradife  is  a  moft  elegant 
Gothic  ftruclure  ;  and  the  garden  fenced  off  from  the  country 
behind  with  bafket-work  ;  a  ftone  wall  with  a  magnificent  tower 
at  one  end  for  the  entrance  guards  the  front. 

The 
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The  fubject.  of  the  fecond,  confifting  of  larger  figures,  is  Noah 
directing  the  building  of  the  ark,  which  is  limply  a  fquare 
houfe  of  timber,  with  three  heights  of  apartments  ;  it  is  very 
curious,  as  exhibiting  the  different  utenfils  and  manner  of  work- 
ing in  carpentry.  Behind  it  is  an  anachronifm  not  extraordinary 
in  the  painting  of  thofe  times,  of  a  large  fea,  with  feveral  fhips 
upon  it.  A  city  behind  the  hills.  Noah  driving  the  bealts 
before  him.  The  Deity  in  a  groupe  of  cherubs  fuperintending. 

The  third  is  the  coming  out  of  the  ark,  Noah's  facrifice,  the 
planting  of  the  vineyard  and  its  confequences  to  Noah ; 
the  ftate  of  the  earth  after  the  flood  exprefTed  by  fpires  ap- 
pearing above  ground,  and  dead  bodies  naked  and  clothed 
floating  a  prey  to  birds. 

The  fourth  reprefents  the  building  the  tower  of  Babel,  in 
which  the  different  inftruments  and  operations  point  out  to  us 
their  progrefs  in  the  mechanifm  of  mafonry,  as  the  fecond  does 
in  the  carpentry  of  the  ark ;  at  the  top  of  the  tower  are  two 
angels  undoing  all  that  the  workmen  have  executed.

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On  the  back  of  the  painting  of  Noah's  ark  is  a  drawing  of  a 
later  period,  of  a  tree  on  which  are  fufpended  two  fhields ;  the 
left  fhield  has  three  fleurs  de  lis  Or  on  a  field  Azure,  furround- 
ed  with  crefcents  Argent,  for  Diana  of  PoiBiers^  duchefs  of  Va- 
lentino is,  miftrefs  of  Francis  I.  The  right  Ihield  has  the  fame  arms 
of  France,  joined  with  thole  of  the  houfe  of  Medici,  for  his  wife 
Catharine  of  Medici  ;  and  four  fcrolls  Sable  and  Argent  twilled 
in  the  tree,  with  Henry  the  Second's  motto,  Dum  totum  compleat 
orb  em. 

The  portraits  of  the  duke  and  duchefs  of  Bedford  here  en- 
graved follow  immediately  after  the  four  large  paintings.  _ 

The  fervices  that  next  follow  are  bordered,  if  we  may  ufe  the 
expreffion,  with  hiftories  of  the  Old  and  New  Teftament  in 
rondeaux,  one  of  the  former  at  the  fide,  and  one  of  the  latter 
at  the  bottom  of  each  page,  and  under  all  are  two  lines  explanatory ; 
of  the  firft,  in  blue,  of  the  fecond,  in  gold,  letters. 

At  the  beginning  of  certain  lefTons  .are  the  figures  of  the  four 
Evangelifts,  the  hiftory  of  our  Saviour's  paflion,  from  his  ap- 
prehenfion  to  his  crucifixion  ;  thefe  laft  fided  by  martyrdoms  of 
various  faints. 

.  When  the  Old  and  New  Teftament  hiftory  are  gone  through 
we  come  to  the  hiftories  of  the  Apocalypfe*,  difpofed  in  the  fame 
manner  at  the  fide,  and  an  illuftration  or  moral  fubject  at  the 
bottom  of  the  page,  with  a  fuitable  verfe  for  each. 

Then  follow  the  gifts  and  effects  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  rounds, 
difpofed  in  like  manner,  with  lines  explanatory  of  each. 

*  Dr.  Parfons  (MS  Collections  for  Gloncefter)  fays,  that  on  the  walls  of  an  old  church  at 
Becheley  was  painted  the  dpocalypfe  in  Latin ;  by  which  I  fuppofe  he  means  the  hiftory  of  the 
Apocalypfe  in  compartments  with  Latin  lentences. 

But 
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But  what  enhances  the  value  of  this  MS  in  this  country  is;  that 
it  has  preferved  the  only  portraits  remaining  of  the  noble  pair, 
who  formerly  pofTerTed  it ;  John  of  Lancaster  duke  of  Bedford, 
and  Anne  of  Bretagne  his  duchefs,  who  prefented  it  to  her 
hufband's  nephew  Henry  VI.  two  years  before  her  death. 

The  duke  is  reprefented  kneeling  to  St.  George,  in  a  red  robe 
embroidered  with  gold  and  furred  at  the  neck  and  lleeves ; 
which  are  black:  round  his  neck  a  rich  collar  with  a  falcon 
volant  appendant :  on  his  head,  which  is  clofe  fhaved,  a  fmall 
furred  cap  ;  on  the  middle  finger  of  his  right  hand  a  ring, 
The  faint  is  in  complete  armour,  having  over  it  the  mantle  of  the 
order  lined  with  ermine,  fattened  by  a  cordon,  with  the  garter 
on  the  left  rhoulder,  under  the  mantle  a  furcot  with  the  crofs  of 
St.  George  in  front,  and  a  fmall  {landing  cape  ftudded  with  two 
rows  of  precious  {tones.     A  nimbus  round  his  head.  Behind 
him  ftands  his  armour  bearer,  with  his  arms  on  a  penon  and 
on  a  Ihield.    The  defk  at  which  the  duke  kneels  is  covered  with 
a  cloth  embroidered  with  roots  of  gold  on  paly  of  blue  and  white, 
with  his  motto,  A  vous  entier.  The  hangings  of  the  {tone  vaulted 
chapel  behind  him  are  paled,  and  inscribed  in  the  fame  manner, 
and  thole  more  directly  before  him  are  ftudded  with  gold  and  blue 
rofes  on  a  red  ground.  Behind  him  is  a  chair  like  the  antient  curule 
chair,  but  having  a  back  to  it.    The  roof  of  the  chapel  is  vaulted 
with  ftone,  and  in  the  windows,  which  have  iniide  {butters,  are 
coats  of  arms.   Round  this  picture  are  five  martyrdoms  of  faints,. 
The  firft  reprefents  a  faint  on  horfeback  aimed  at  by  two  men  on 
foot  with  ftaves.     The  fecond  a  faint  fattened  with  cords  to  a 
St.  Andrew's  crofs,  with  pots  of  fire  hanging  to  his  hands  and  feet. 
The  third  .a  faint  fawn  afunder.    The  fourth  St.  John  in  the 

B  2  '  caldron 
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caldron  of  boiling  oil.  The  compartment  on  the  left  fide  re- 
prefents  a  faint  thrown  headlong  into  a  well. 

The  firfl  of  thefe  reprefents  St.  Eric,  king  of  Sweden,  who, 
A.  D.  1290,  ifTuing  out  of  the  chapel  where  he  was  furprized 
at  his  devotions,  and  mounting  his  horfe  at  the  head  of  his 
guards,  in  order  to  fave  their  lives  rufhed  into  the  thickeft  of 
his  enemies,  and  was  beat  off  his  horfe  with  clubs  by  affaflins, 
who  afterwards  cut  off  his  head  > 

The  oppolite  picture  appears  to  be  St.  Sigifmund  king  of  Bur- 
gundy, who  was  firft  coufin  to  St,  Clotilda  wife  of  Clovis,  and 
who  is  fo  confpicuous  a  character  in  the  fubject  of  the  following 
print,  the  legend  of  the  fleur  de  lis.  This  prince,  having,  in 
confequence  of  the  falfe  accufation  of  his  fecond  wife,  put  his 
eldeft  fon  Sigebert  to  death  unjuilly,  is  faid  to  have  prayed  that 
he  might  be  punifhed  in  this  world,  and  not  in  the  next.  Ac- 
cordingly he  was  afterwards  overcome  in  battle  by  Chlodomir  fon 
of  the  abovenamed  Clovis,  A.  D.  517,  and  thrown  into  a  well 
at  Columell,  near  Orleans,  which  then  made  part  of  his  domi- 
nions. 

The  martyrdom  of  St.  Andrew  has,  no  lefs  than  the  preceding 
ones,  a  particular  connexion  with  the  country  of  the  duchefs  ; 
for  we  are  to  understand  that  it  is  mentioned  in  the  records  of 
the  dutchy  of  Burgundy,  that  the  crofs  of  St.  Andrew  w?as 
brought  out  of  Achaia,  and  placed  in  the  nunnery  of  Weaunne, 
near  Marfeilles.  It  is  faid  to  have  been  removed  to  the  abbey 
of  St.  Victor  in  that  city  about  the  year  1250,  where  it  is  pre- 
tended ftill  to  be  exhibited.  A  part  of  it,  inclofed  in  a  filver  cafe

g'lt, 
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gilt,  was  carried  to  BrufTels  by  Philip  the  Good,  Duke  of  Bur- 
gundy and  Brabant,  who,  in  honour  of  it,  inftituted  the  order  of 
the  Golden  Fleece,  the  knights  of  which  for  a  badge  wear  a. 
figure  of  this  crofs,  called  St.  .dndrezv's  Crofs  or  the  Cro/s  of  Bur- 
gundy. The  tying  on  the  limbs  of  the  martyr  inftead  of  nailing 
them  to  the  crofs  agrees  with  the  prefent  hiftory  of  that  Saint ; 
and  though  there  is  no  mention  of  pots  of  fire  in  the  legends  I 
have  examined,  this  is  no  proof  that  fuch  kind  of  torture  might 
not  have  been  mentioned  in  thofe  which  the  Flemifh  draughtf- 
men  made  ufe  of. 

A  faw  is  ufually  put  in  the  hand  of  SU  Simon  Zelotes>  notwith- 
standing it  is  expreflly  faid  by  Dr.  Cave,,  and  the  authorities  whom, 
he  cites,  that  he  was  crucified  in  Britain.    But  this  flory  is  uni- 
verfally  rejected  by  good  critics  as  the  invention  of  the  modern 
Greeks ;  and  this  picture  is  a  demonftrative  proof,  in  my  opinion, 
that  at  the  time  thefe  emblems  and  devices  of  the  Apoftles  and. 
Saints  were  firft  invented  the  faw  was  confldered  as  the  inftrument 
of  his  martyrdom,  however  deficient  the  prefent  legends  are  in 
the  mention  of  that  particular.    The  beft  account  we  have  of 
this  Saint  is,  that  he  was  put  to  death  in  Perfia  by  the  idolatrous; 
priefls  of  that  country.    Why  he  is  here  depicted  is  not  eafy  to> 
difcover,  unlefs  fome  near  relation  of  the  duchefs  bore  that 
name.    The  prophet  Ifaiah  was  the  only  martyr  by  the  faw; 
except  certain  obfcure  Saints  of  Perfia,  in  which  kingdom  it: 
feems  to  have  been  the  prevailing  inftrument  of  martyrdom. 

The  laft  figure  is  evidently  St.  John,  the  name-faint  of  the: 
Duke  of  Bedford,  hufband  to  Anne  of  Burgundy. 

Over 
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-  Over  the  four  firft  and  at  the  right  fide  under  the  fifth  is  a 
fcroll  with  the  motto  as  before,  which  incircles  his  arms  1  below. 
Old  France  and  England  under  a  label  of  5  Arg.  and  Erm.  and 
Az.  counterchanged,  fupported  by  an  eagle  volant  Arg.  gorged 
with  a  ducal  coronet,  and  an  antelope  Sable.  The  border  round 
the  whole  piclure  is  made  up  of  roots. 

The  duchefs  kneels  to  her  patronefs  and  name-faint 
St.  Anne,  habited  in  the  veil  and  wimple,  by  whole  fide  i$ 
the  Child  Jefus  with  the  globe,  and  between  them  a  young 
female  faint,  by  a  ftrange  anticipation  representing  the 
Virgin  Mary  her  daughter,  crowned  with  a  crown  furmounted 
by  five  croffes,  and  while  the  left  hand  of  this  laft  refts  on  the 
fhoulder  of  the  infant  Jefus  her  right  hand  turns  over  the  book 
held  by  her  own  mother,  whofe  charatleriltic,  in  all  antient 
paintings,  is  that  of  teaching  her  daughter  to  read  2.  The  duchefs 
wears  the  mitred  headdrefs  richly  fronted  with  rofes  and  pearls  and 
reticulated  at  the  ears;  round  her  neck  a  necklace  of  pearls:  her 
robe  is  embroidered  in  the  fame  pattern  as  the  duke's,  and  on 
her  fkirt  are  a  brown  and  a  white  dog.  Behind  her  a  chair 
fhaped  like  the  antient  curule  chair  having  on  a  bofs  in  the  centre 
a  coat  of  arms  enamelled.  On  it  leans  a  venerable  figure,  which, 
but  for  its  fituation  in  the  piclure,  and  the  abfence  of  the  nim- 
bus, might  be  prefumed  to  reprefent  Jofeph,  but  which  may 
perhaps  be  the  illuminator  of  the  MS  himfelf.     The  back

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of  this  chair,  like  the  hangings  of  the  chapel,  is  embroidered 
with  flowers,  and  this  motto,  Jen  Juts  contente.  Over  the  fcreen 
of  hangings  look  four  angels  playing  on  mufical  inflruments. 
The  roof  of  the  chapel  is  vaulted,  and  on  the  top  or  cornice 
of  the  porch  are  two  more  angels.  On  the  right  fide  of  this 
picture  lit  three  figures  at  defks  and  books  :  the  firft  is  fuper- 
feribed  Joacbin,  the  fecond  C/eopbe,  the  third  writing  at  a  higher 
defk  Salome  :  the  three  iucceffive  hufbands  of  St.  Anne  In  a: 
fourth  compartment  fits  a  female  faint  and  a  perfon  converf- 
ing  with  her:  under  him  Jlpbeus,  another  name  for  Cleopbas> 
father  of  James  the  Lefs ;  under  her  Uatria  Jaques  %  reprefent- 
ing  his  wife  and  the  mother  of  James  the  Lefs.  The  corre- 
fponding  compartment  at  the  other  fide  below  has  a  fimilar  con- 
verfation-piece,  reprefenting  Zebedee  and  his  wife  Salome,  other-

This  fyftem  of  genealogy,  though  difcountenanced  by  P.  Calmet,  as  having  no  foundation  ini 
antiquity,  has  apparently  been  followed  by  the  illuminator  of  this  miflal,  and  may  be  thus 
collected  'from  the  refpeciive  articles  in  Calmel's  Diftionary  of  the  Bible,  particularly  Salome  VI.. 
and  VII.  and  Anne  III.

Over  this  lafl 
is  painted  a  church,  and  over  it  two  fcrolls,  paly,  red,  white,  and 
blue,  with  the  motto,  Jen  Juis  contente^  which  is  repeated  at  the 
other  corner  at  top  and  four  times  on  branches  with  berries 
round  the  arms  of  the  duke  impaling  thofe  of  the  duchefs.

Vertue  engraved  the  duke's  portrait,  and  under  it  his  arms 
and  fupporters,  with  the  motto  a  vous  entierre :  At  the  corners 
of  the  plate  in  rondeaux  his  and  her  portrait.  Round  his  the 
fame  motto  :  round  her's,  Jen  Juis  contente. 

Nothing  can  exceed  the  ftrength  of  character  and  high  finifli- 
ing  of  the  portrait  of  the  duke  ;  it  is  the  finelt  example  of  art  at 
that  time  I  have  ever  feen. 

Nor  can  any  thing  be  more  happily  defigned  to  convey  a  com- 
pliment to  the  noble  owners  of  this  book  than  the  paintings  round 
their  refpeclive  portraits,  as  well  as  all  the  reft  that  follow. 

Another  drawing  in  this  mirTal  reprefents  a  female  faint  crowned, 
in  a  mantle,  furcot  of  ermine,  and  kirtle,  her  train  fupported 
by  a  lady  in  the  reticulated  and  mitred  headdrefs  richly  ftudded 
with  pearls,  her  mantle  girded  round  her  waift,  and  behind 
her  another  lady  in  the  veil  headdrefs,  delivering  a  fhield  Az.

with  a  fingtilar  cap,  to  a  king  {landing  in  complete  armour. 
Behind  the  king  is  a  man  in  armour,  with  mail  gorget  and  a 
furcot  ;  and  at  the  king's  feet  kneels,  as  if  buckling  on  his  right 
fpur,  a  herald  in  a  tabard  charged  with  O.  a  fefs  between  three 
mallets  G.  quartering  Arg.     Over  the  building  in  which  this 
tranfaction  paries  is  the  figure  of  the  Deity  encircled  by  cheru- 
bim delivering  the  firft  defcribed  lhield  to  an  angel.  Another 
angel  hovers  behind,   over  the  right   corner  of   the  piclure, 
where  the  fame  female  faint,  with  her  attendants,  and  the  ad- 
dition of  an  old  man,  is  reprefented  in  a  foreft  among  wild 
hearts  meeting  an  old  man  with  a  beard  and  nimbus,  who, 
kneeling,  prefents  to  her  the  fame  arms  on  a  mantle  :  in  the 
back  ground  is   feen   a  church.     This  is  the  legend  of  the 
changing  the  arms  of  France  from  three  toads  to  three  fleurs  de 
lis,  in  the  reign  of  Clovis,  A.  D.  500,  as  reprefented in  tapeftry 
in  one  of  the  hdls,  at  the  marriage  of  Charles  the  Bold  duke  of 
Burgundy   and  Margaret  of  York,    as  defcribed  by  John  de 
Haymis,  knight,  lord  of  Louvegnyes,  in  his  account  of  that 
ceremony  1 ;  "  Item  comment  un  hermite  apporta  a  la  ditte  royne 
"  un  drap  d'azur  a  trois  fleurs  de  lis  d'or  que  fange  luy  avoit 
"  donne,  et  le  delivra  la  ditte  royne  a  fon  mary  le  roy  Clovis 
"  pour  le  porter  comme  fes  armes  en  lieu  qu'il  les  portoit 
"  d'or  a  trois  crapaux  de  fable."    The  queen  here  referred  to 
was  Clotildis,  daughter  of  Chilperic  king  of  Burgundy,  and  neice 
of  Gondebaud  his  fucceflbr,  on  whofe  deceafe,  A.  D.  511.  flic 
lived  in  holy  retirement  at  Tours,  and  was  canonized  after  her 
death,  which  happened  A.  D.  545.

Philip  Auguftus  king  of  France  firft  introduced  the  fleurs  de 
lis  into  the  arms  of  France  in  the  crufade  of  1 190.

It  appears  to  me,  that  the  portrait  of  Henry  the  Fifth  of 
England  here  reprefents  the  figure  of  Clovis, 

The  next  particular  in  this  beautiful  manufcript  is  this  attention 
of  its  being  presented  by  gift  of  the  duchefs  and  by  order  of  the 
duke  to  king  Henry  VI.  by  one  of  the  king's  fervants,  who,  by  the 
1 5  th  line,  appears  to  have  been  his  phyfician  :

I  find  in  Holinfhed  and  Hall  that  Henry  the  Sixth  having  gone 
over  to  France,  1431,  and  vifited  Paris,  went  to  fpend  his 
Ch  rift  mas  at  Rouen* 

Monttrelet,  as  well  as  Fabian,  date  the  voyage  to  France 
1430,  which  agrees  with  the  miffal ;  but  Holinfhed  and  Hall 
erroneoufly  dates  it  1431. 

Monftrelet  fays,  "  En  cet  an  le  jeune  Roy  Henry  age  de  8 
"  ans  vint  d'Angleterre  a  Calais  le  matin  du  jour  de  St.  George/ 
And  concludes,  "  Si  fut  mene  a  toute  fa  puuTance  en  la  ville  de. 

Rouen,  ou  il  fut  long  long  terns." 

It  may  be  fairly  prefumed  that  Henry  did  not  take  this  book  with 
him  at  his  return  to  England  ;  but  might  leave  it  in  the  palace 
at  Rouen  ;  and  that  (with  other  of  his  jewels)  it  fell  into  the 
hands  of  Charles  VL  at  the  taking  of  Rouen.  It  is  plain  that 
Henry  IL  of  France  afterwards  poflelTed  it,  and  being  incited  to 
a  love  and  encouragement  of  literature  by  Diana  of  Poictiers,, 
gratified  him  lei  f  in  affixing  his  arms  above  noticed,

John  of  Lancaster  third  fon  of  king  Henry  IV.  was  created 
earl  of  Kendal  and  duke  of  Bedford  for  life,  2  Henry  V.  but 
thefe  honours  were  granted  to  him  and  his  heirs  male  for  ever 
it  Henry  VI.  He  was  made,  6  Henry  IV.  conftable  of  Eng- 
land, governor  of  Berwick,  general  warden  of  the  Eaft  marches 
towards  Scotland,  with  a  grant  in  fee  of  all  the  lands  of  Henry 
Percy  earl  of  Northumberland  attainted,  and  the  ufe  of  the  new 
tower  at  the  entrance  of  Weftminfter-hall  fituate  next  to  the 
receipt  of  the  Exchequer  for  the  ufe  of  himfelf  or  his  council. 
On  the  restitution  of  the  earl  of  Northumberland's  lands  he  had 
three  thoufand  marks  a-year  as  an  equivalent,  having  before 
had  the  ifles  of  Jerfey,  Guernfey,  Sark,  and  Alderney,  fettled 
upon  him  in  fpecial  tail.  He  marched  againft  the  Scots,  and 
raifed  the  liege  of  Roxburgh,  5  Hen.  V.  He  was  with  Henry 
the  Fifth  at  the  {lege  and  furrender  of  Melun  two  years  after ; 
and  9  Henry  V.  he .flood  godfather  to  his  nephew  Henry  VI.  in 
the  fourth,  year  of  whofe  reign  he  was  conftituted  admiral  of  all 
England,  Ireland,  and  Aquitaine,  during  the  life  of  Thomas  duke 
of  Exeter1.  He  was  nominated  by  his  brother  HenryV.  protector  and 
lieutenant  of  the  realm  of  England  during  his  abfence  in  France, 
I4T5>  3  He"ry  V.  with  lands  in  Bucks  and  Bcdfordihire  ;  and, 
on  the  acceflion  of  his  nephew,  Henry  VI.  he  was  appointed 
regent  of  France.  He  defeated  the  French  fleet  off  Southamp- 
ton2,  4  Henry  V.  He  carried  on  the  war  in  that  kingdom 
with  fuch  fuccefs  that  he  opened  his  way  to  the  caoitat  after 
the  -victory  at  Vernueil,  and  crowned  Henry  VI.  in  Paris 
September  7,  1432  ;  and  in  that  city,  about  three  years  after 
this,  he  breathed  his  la(l,  Sept.  14,  1435.  His  body  was  con- 
veyed, in  great  funeral  pomp,  to  Rouen,  and  there  deponed  in 
the  cathedral  church.

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plicity  unknown  in  the  monuments  of  the  great  ha  that  age. 
It  was  originally  only  a  tomb  of  black  marble  between  two 
pillars  on  the  North  fide  of  the  choir.  So  that  the  report  to 
Sandford  \  that  the  figure  or  port  raiture  of  the  duke  was  broken 
bv  the  HuguonotSj  1642,  does  not  feem  well  founded.  There 
remains  aihxed  to  the  pillar  at  the  foot"  of  the  tomb  a  tablet 
of  -brafs,  with  his  arms  in  a  garter,  between  two  oftrich  feathers 
with  feotts,  whereon  was  probably  his  motto,  and  tinder  the 
fomkbc  of  the  garter  a  root,  which  the  priefts  called  La  racine  de 
B^rort.  Without  any  further  defcription  or  drawing  than  Sand- 
ford's,  which  was  made  by  William  Dugdale  when  Cheiter  herald 
1640,  I  fbould  not  have  hefitated  to  pronounce  this  root  the  rays 
not  unfrequently  illuing  from  the  garter  ;  hut  that  in  the  duke's 
will  I  find  the  furniture  of  his  chapel  was  "  de  radicibiis  auri 
fuper  velvetum  rubrttm?  They  are  thus  reprefented  behind  his 
portrait  in  this  mhTal  and  as  a  border  round  the  frame  of  it. 
The  fhield  of  arms,  Sandford  adds,  was  ftolen  away,  bz'mg  filver: 
another  improbability  ;  it  was  rather  loft,  like  a  thoufand  other 
ihields  only  of  brafs  or  enamelled.  The  infcription  on  the  tablet 
is  as  follows:

This  is  one  of  the  commemorative  plates  fo  common  in  the 
churches  of  France,  and  implies,  that  befides  a  private  mafs  that 
was  to  be  each  day  faid  immediately  after  Prime  by  the  Cekftine 
monks,  a  folemn  obiit,  or  m>Ja  de  obitu,  was  to  be  performed 
on  the  1 4th  of  September,  the  day  of  the  duke's  deceafe. 

Mr  Camden  '  tells  a  ftory  that  Louis  IX.  of  France  being  ad- 
vifed  bv  one  of  his  courtiers  to  deface  the  duke  s  monument, 
wherein  was  buried  all  the  glory  of  the  Englilh  arms  in  France 
nobly  replied,  «  Let  him  reft  in  peace  who  hvmg  was  the  dread 
"  of  France  in  war." 

His  will,  dated  Sept.  10,  I43S»  *  the  caftle  at  Rouen,  and 

proved  Oft.  7,  I44L  that  his  bJ  bm'f  mfthe 

church  of  our  Lady  at  Rouen,  if  he  died  in  Normandy  ;  if  m 
Picardy,  in  that  of  our  Lady  de  Monvele  ;  if  in  England,  in 
Waltham  abbey.  He  left  to  either  of  theft  the  whole  furniture 
of  his  chapel  of  Ms  palace  of  Tournelles  at  Pans  onginally  the 
houfe  of  a  chancellor  in  r3*o,  and  in  ?4»a  the  refioence  ot 
the  duke  of  Bedford,  who  enlarged  and  beautified  it  fo  much 
that  Charles  VII.  and  fucceeding  kings  of  France  preferred  J 
to  their  palace  oppofite  to  it.  After  the  unfortunate  death  ot 
Henrv  II  at  the  tilting  match,  the  lifts  for  which  reacnt  from 
this  Palace  to  the  Baftile  along  the  Rue  des  Tournelles,  Cathe- 
rine of  Medici  difliked  it  fo  much  that  the  perfuaded  Charles  to 
pull  it  down.  It  was  completely  demolilhed  by  Henry  I  V.  who 
built  the  Palais  Royal  on  its  fite\ 

The  duke  left  all  his  eftates,  of  which  fee  a  lift  in  Dugdalrt 
Baronage,"  II.  ao,  to  his  wife  Jaquetta,  except  the  caftle  of 
Hajaputa  or  Harapute,  to  his  natural  fon  tor  lite  .

He  married  her  at  Amiens,  April  j  3,  1423,  her  brother  having 
previoutly  granted  to  her  the  earldom  of  Artois  -in  cafe  he 
died  without  lawful  ifTue, 

By  favour  of  Mr.  Milner,  F.  A.  S.  I  had  juft  obtained  a  draw- 
ing of  this  lady's  monument,  when  it  appeared  in  the  {<  Anti- 
quites  Nationales  de  Tempire  Francois,"  by  Millin,  in  his  ac- 
count of  the  abbey  of  the  Celeftines,  PL  XXIII.  p.  126.  where 
it  is  thus  defcribed,  "The  ftatue  of  the  Duchefs  of  Bedford  lies 
on  a  table  of  black  marble,  having  at  each  foot  a  little  dog  ;  her 
hair  is  done  up  in  network  with  very  large  knots,  and  over  it  a 
kind  of  fquare  cap,  of  a  very  Angular  fafhion.  Her  furcot  is  fas- 
tened by  buttons  of  large  fize ;  her  girdle  is  broad,  and  very  rich, 
of  gold,  adorned  with  precious  flones. 

The  Duke's  fecond  wife  was  Jaquetta,  daughter  of  Peter  of 
Luxemburg  earl  of  St.  Paul.  She  was  but  Seventeen  when  he 
married  her  at  Terouenne,  and  he  had  by  her  no  ifTue.  She  Sur- 
vived him,  and  remarried  Sir  Richard  Wideville,  knight,  after- 
wards earl  Rivers,  by  whom  me  was  mother  of  Edward  IV's 
queen,  and  Anthony  earl  Rivers,  beheaded.    She  died  1472  \

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Having  been  thus  particular  in  the  defcription  of  thefe  in- 
terefting  portraits,  I  proceed  to  give  amort  account  of  the  other 
paintings  which  decorate  this  beautiful  book. 

The  page  immediately  following  the  portraits  exhibits  St.  John 
writing  at  his  defk,  his  eagle  on  the  top  of  his  reading  defk. 
Underneath  he  is  in  Patmos  among  wild  beads,  a  demon  hold- 
ing his  inkhorn  and  pencafe.  In  the  furrounding  rondeaux  he 
is  reprefented  leaning  on  Jefus'  breaft;  the  crucifixion,  Chrifl:

That  contemplative  men  fhall  be  faved,  as  St.  Paul,  the  firfl 
hermit,  and  many  others. 

Twelve  thoufand  of  Gad  marked.

This  mhTal,  eleven  inches,  by  feven  and  a  half  wide,  and 
two  and  a  half  thick,  bound  in  crimfon  velvet,  with  gold  clafps, 
on  which  are  engraved  the  arms  of  Harley,  Gavendifh,  and 
Hollis,  quarterly,  was  the  property  of  Edward  Harley  fecond 
earl  of  Oxford,  who,  when  he  was  lord  Harley,  bought  it  of 
lady  Worfley,  whofe  mother  was  lady  Frances  Finch  daughter 
of  Mary  wife  of  Heneage  fecond  earl  of  Winchelfea,  who 
was  third  daughter  to  William  Seymour  earl  and  marquis  of 
Hertford  and  fecond  duke  of  Somerfet,  who  was  appointed  by  king 
Charles  L  governor  to  the  prince  of  Wales.  This  lady  Francis 
Finch  was  married  to  Thomas  Thy nne  firft  vifcount  Weymouth, 
by  whom  lhe  had  an  only  daughter  Frances  married  to  Sir 
Robert  Worfley,  baronet,  of  Appledorcombe  in  the  ille  of 
Wight.

A  Breviary  of  nearly  the  fame  fize  was  begun  for  the  duke 
of  Bedford  ;  but  was  not  finhlied  by  almoft  a  third  :  nor  were 
the  fmall  miniatures  in  fo  good  a  ftyle,  or  with  any  explanations 
to  them.  The  prefervation  is  greatly  inferior  to  this,  having 
the  margins  cut  almoft  clofe  to  the  illuminations  ;  notwithstand- 
ing this,  at  the  fale  of  the  library  of  the  duke  de  la  Valliere, 
1783,  it  was  purchafed  for  the  Bibliotheque  du'Roi  at  5000 
livres.

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IN  the  library  of  the  duke  de  la  Valliere  was  a  MS  Breviary  in 
■tifum  Sarum,  in  4-to,  which,  from  the  account  given  of  it  in  the 
catalogue  (I.  p.  85 — 90)  appears  to  have  been  more  richly  em-- 
belliihed  with  miniatures  than  the  MS.  under  consideration.  A  pro- 
digious quantity  of  miniatures  of  exquifite  workmanmip  and  the 
brighter*  luftre  adorned  the  margins  and  borders  to  the  amount  of 
atleaft  4300  fm all  and  45  large,  the  latter  occupying  two  thirds 
of  the  page,  being  five  inches  by  four ;  the  lefTer  are  one  and 
an  half  inch  fquare,  four  by  the  fide  of  each  page,  correfpond- 
ing  to  the  office  of  the  day,  and  representing  the  ceremonial 
of  the  antient  Englifh  Liturgy,  the  fecular  and  regular  clergy, 
the  lives  and  martyrdoms  of  the  feveral  faints.     The  following 
note  written  in  the  calendar  under  the  month  of  February  in- 
timates that  it  was  begun  in  1424.

That  it  was  in  hand  in  1453  appears  from  the  arms  of  John 
duke  of  Bedford  impaling  thofe  of  his  fecond  wife  Jaqueline 
daughter  of  Peter  de  Luxemburgh,  whom  he  married  this  year. 
In  folio  105,  and  on  many  other  leaves,  the  duke's  arms  fingle 
fhow  that  this  Breviary  was  executed  by  his  orders  and  at  his  ex- 
pence.  In  the  firft  leaf  after  the  calendar  are  the  arms  of 
England  quartered  with  thofe  of  France,  under  a  label  of  five, 
held  by  an  angel,  and  fupported  by  an  antelope  S.  hoofed  and 
horned  Or.  and  an  eagle  Arg.  with  the  beak  and  claws  Or. 
gorged  with  a  ducal  collar  :  the  latter  fupporters  frequently  alone 
on  a  trunk  of  a  tree  Or.  and  bearing  for  a  device  a  foubait  and 
qffbuuy.  It  is  probable  the  duke's  death  in  1455  prevented 
the  number  of  miniatures  from  being  completed,  for  there  fliould 
be  two  thoufand  more.

Neufville,  abbot  of  Arne  and  Comte  de  Lagny,  afterwards 
archbifhop  of  Lyons.
